I have  the  honour  to  present  a short  report  of  the 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1943. 


In  spite  of  this  being  the  fourth  year  of  the  war,  I 
am  pleased  to' say  that  the  health  of  the  area  as  a whole  still 
remains  Mod.  There  was  some  influenza  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  and  a number  of  mild  cases  in  the  late  Autumn,  an  unusual 
period  for  this  disease  to  appear.

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  water  suppli 
during  the  year.  Prolonged  spells  of  dry  weather  in  winter  made 
for  some  shortage  of  supplies  during  the  summer.  Bao^Mological 
analyses  after  Chlorination  have  continued  to  give  satisfactory 
reports , 


Sewage  Disposal . 

•Additional  land  has  now  been  acquired  for 
sewage  treatment  by  broad  irrigation.  The  total  area  now 
available  for  this  purpose  is  acres.  A hatch  has  been 
constructed  on  the  Mill  Stream  on  the  Sewage  Farm  to  facilitate 
the  flushing  of  the  back  stream  with  water  from  the  river. 

Housing. 

Some  overcrowding  still  exists  in  the  area,  which 
at  present  it  is  not  possible  to  abate*  Every  effort  is  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Authority  and  Billeting  Officer  to  prevent  this 
condition  of  affairs  as  far  as  it  is  possible. 

Home  Nursing, Hospital  and  Ambulance  Facilities. 

These  remain  as  before,  excellent  work  has  been 
done  by  the  staff  of  the  Ilminster  Ambulance  Association.
